OHODY tnlks so much about the 


plulij clliwn an the politician, 
and no one has so little re- 
."IKJct for the "plain citizen" as 


tie. The cltlxcn Is nominally tho con- 
trolling force in the sot eminent, llo 
Is the last court of appeal on matters 
of dispute. TO his wish, theoretically, 
every candidate must successfully ca- 
ter. 


The theory of an election Is simply 


this.; Jt is known 
thiit ou a certain 
day a certain olllcc 
In the government 
will be tilled by 
popular vote. The 
oiflco Is made de- 
sirable by honor, 
IKMvcr and pecu- 
niary payment. In 
due time various 
men who c o v e t 
t h e ollii-e come 
forward und go 
among tbe people 
seeking votes. 
If 


the people have certain ideals as to 
the conduct of that office It will be 
to the intetest of tbe candidate to deiu- 
oiistrate bis ulloglnnee to those prin- 
ciples. If the candidates In the field 
are none of them in accord with the 
people on an important principle the 
opportunity of i\ Inning votes by be- 
couiiii^ the champion of that principle 
will draw Into the field new candi- 
dates. Thus automatically every im- 
portant opinion among the people finds 
its expression In a candidate. 
Then 


the people xoing to the polls on elec- 
tion d.iy select a man who has cater- 
ed most successfully to their wishes. 
This gixes the people control over the 
£Oieminent, and It is the fear of tho 
working of this pjan in Just this way 
which ^'ives force to public opinion. 


Tl is plan is perfectly practical, but 


It w i l l not work unless the voter can 
see the candiilate. I do not mean tli.it 
the \oter must s-e tbe candidate face 


to face. I mean only that the voter 
must be abio to understand clearly 
.what the various candidates stand for. 
BO that he can pick Intelligently among 
them. 


I When there »re forty or fifty elec- 
tions going on at once and the ballot 
looks ilke a blanket the voter cannot 
possibly keep track of all the candi- 
dates for the various ofilccs nud make 
un intelligent choice all the way down 
(i long column, nnd so the schemo falls, 
i Under the pie.seut IOUK ballot condl- 
'tlons the voters are constantly voting 
for men who they would never sup- 
'port If they knew more about them. 
On our present ballots, too. there are 
[vast numbers of insignificant oljiccs 
In which the voter has no natural in- 
terest, nnd ns long as they remain on 
the ballot It will be easy for self seek- 
ers to secure those ofilces undeserved- 
! ly. The best way to protect them from 
i the undeserving Is cither to make them 
j BO much more important that they will 
| attract public scrutiny or else make 
jthem appointive by some other officer, 
j The short ballot by giving the plain 
citizen the chance to see clearly what 
all the candidates stand for and to 


I choose intelligently among them will 
set Hit candidates for nil offices' to 
becking his vote directly with the ut- 
most eagerness. It will no longer bo 
enough to get the co-operation of a 
district captain and a certain organ- 
ized 3 per cent of tlio people called 
politicians. 
Under the short ballot 


conditions the candidate will ha\e to 
Ket after the voters, prove to them that 
he Is In sympathy with them and un- 
derstands what they want better than 
any other candidate in the field. 


That condition, and that alone, is de- 


mocracy. That alone is popular con- 
trol. It puts the plain citizen on top. 
It makes him the juror, sitting in calm 
judgment, hearing only a few cases in 
one day and rendering his own un- 
con'rolicd decision. 


Thus by the bhoit ballot we shall 


some dav win our final freedom.

THREE HUNDRED DIE 


AS WARSHIP SINKS 


Toulon, France, Sept. 25—At least 


300 officers and men of the cruiser 
Liberte died today when the warship 
blew up and sank in the roadsted off 
this place. 
One hundred of the crew 


escaped by swimming ashore. It was 
at first supposed that 500 had drown- 
tti, but because many of the sailors 
had not returned from Sunday shore 
leave, a closer estimate of the dead 
would be 300- 
A short circuit in a 


storeroom forward 
is supposed 
to 


have caused the disaster, but as the 
cause is not known positively, there 
is the wildest excitement throughout 
France.
